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North End School Will Be Transferred 
To County for New Elementary School 


High Rise Apartment Building 
On Sunrise Site Disallowed

County Executive Parris Glendening advised Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld in a letter dated July 23 that he ha & “instructed 
the County Attorney and responsible agencies to take what¬ 
ever steps may be necessary that any development” of the 
Sunrise property in Greenbelt East “conforms to the re¬ 
quirements of R-18^C.” This decision is compatible with 
the Sectional Map Amendment (SMA) to the Langley Park- 
College Park-Greenbelt Master Plan adopted by the District 
Council on May 1.

The long debate over the 
transfer of the North End 
School property came to an 
end July 24, as the Greenbelt 
City Council gave final ap¬ 
proval under suspension of 
the ri^es, to a resolution re¬ 
verting the deed to the coun¬ 
ty. The county will then 
transfer the property to the 
school board, which will con¬ 
struct a new, one-story ele¬ 
mentary school on the site. 

The transfer was conditioned 
upon the signing of a memoran¬ 
dum of understanding between 
the city, County Executive Par¬ 
ris Glendening and the superin¬ 
tendent of schools providing that, 
once the new school is completed, 
the school system will transfer 
Center School to the county as 
surplus. The county must then 
transfer the property to Green¬ 
belt for use as a community cen¬ 
ter. 

The agreement will also incor¬ 
porate Glendening’s commitment 
to assist the city in acquiring up 
to $400,000 for remodeling Cen¬ 
ter, as well as the school sys¬ 
tem’s agreement to maintain 
Center School until the transfer, 
to refer the site and landscape 
plans for the new school to the 
city for comment and to provide 
landscape buffer between the 
school and adjacent residences 
“consistent with the requirements 
of the zoning ordinance and the 
Prince George’s County land¬ 
scape manual.” 

One Story, Not Two 

At the July 16 regular meet¬ 
ing, council received a petition 
urging construction of a two- 
story school, instead of the one- 
story facility planned by the 
school system. Proponents argued 
that a two-story building would 
cover less ground and require 
the removal of fewer trees. Coun¬ 
cil then identified four issues 
which "it wanted clarified prior 
to the transfer: the status of the 
stormwater pond, the feasibility 
of a two-story structure, the ex¬ 
tent of encroachment of the site 
development on the adjacent 
residences, and the city’s request 
for a commitment that the un¬ 
used, wooded land at the back 
of the site would remain in its 
current state and not be devel¬ 
oped in the future. 

On July 24, Frank Tracy, As¬ 
sociate Superintendent for Sup¬ 
porting Services, read the school 
system’s response. He said that 
a half-acre “dry pond” would be

required on the site. Architect 
R. C. Garcia explained that this 
would be an area with a retain¬ 
ing wall that will detain storm¬ 
water for approximately 24 to 
48 hours after a storm. The area 
will he wet only after a storm. 
He said that the pond would be 
located at the rear of the prop¬ 
erty near the Beltsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center and would 
not require clearing of the land. 
He conceded that there could be 
some damage to trees in the de¬ 
tention area if there were pro¬ 
longed periods of heavy rain. 
Garcia said that the pond' would 
be required with either a one- 
or two-story school, and that 
while county officials had not 
yet given the design their “final 
blessing,” he did not expect any 
major changes. 

The school system also rejected 
request to consider a two- 
story school. “Even if a two- 
story facility were feasible,” said 
Tracy, “any further delay . . , 
would add considerable carrying 
expenses,” He said that a rede¬ 
sign would delay construction by 
at least nine months, and esti¬ 
mated that previous delays have 
already cost $250,000 to $500,000, 
which may require the school to 
“eliminate some enhancements” to 
stay within the available fund¬ 
ing. 

Encroachment 

The school board took a hard 
line on the encroachment issue. 
Council was referring to GHI 
homes in the 11 court of Laurel 
Hill Road whose yards have been 
extended onto the school prop¬ 
erty. Those residents are con¬ 
cerned that they may lose the 
use of land that they have always 
considered theirs. First, Tracy 
pointed out that encroachment 
refers to property owners ex¬ 
tending development beyond their 
property lines and assured the 
city that there would be no such 
encroachment. However, he said 

school board expects to 
receive title to the entire site 
and “that same will be free of 
any encroachment from third 
parties.” 

Tracy did not respond to coun¬ 
cil member Antoinette M. Bram’s 
questions as to whether the 
“supposed property” of the 
Laurel Hill residents would be 
affected. Instead, Garcia explain¬ 
ed how he had revised the site 
plan to move the activity areas 
away from the nearby yards. 

Last week, the News Review 
contacted school board represen¬ 
tative Suzanne Plogman and City 
Manager James K, Giese to clar¬ 
ify this issue. Plogman said that 
she did not know if the fences 
legally remain. She said 
that she had urged the school 
board to look at other options, 
but that the school system has 
not yet investigated the issue. 
She said that if nothing could be 
worked out, the fences would 
probably have to be removed. 

Giese was more optimistic. He 
said that the city has referred 


the issue to Robert Duncan, dep. 
uty county administrative offi¬ 
cer, and that county officials 
are working on a resolution. 
Giese said that he believed that 
the county would be willing to 
permit the fences to remain for 
the near future. 

Undeveloped Portions 
The school system also re¬ 
fused to make any commitment 
about the undeveloped portions 
of the property. Traoy said that, 
“As a matter of law, the board 
of education . . * cannot give 
any type of permanent commit¬ 
ment respecting the use it makes,

But how she has carried on 
since then should tell the story: 
On January 31 of this year her 
husband, Martin, died following 
a long fight against heart disease. 
Her daughter, who lived in Cali¬ 
fornia, was able to return for 
one last Christmas with her par¬ 
ents, although she was fighting 
cancer. On May 1 she also died. 
During those last months, Holly 
talked with her daily by tele¬ 
phone. 

As I spoke with Holly at her 
home this week, her living room 
was crowded with boxes and pa¬ 
pers, personal effects of her 
daughter which had recently ar¬ 
rived and for which she must 
find a home. In addition, Holly 
frequently makes time to visit a 
second daughter, who is hospi¬ 
talized near Baltimore. 

These are heavy responsibili¬ 
ties, and they have interfered 
with a special task she hopes to 
get back to this fall, and which 
was recognized when she received 
her award—the tutoring of chil¬ 
dren in math and reading at Cen¬ 
ter School. She used to devote 
part of a day each week on a 
regular basis to this important 
work. 

The quality of education in 
Greenbelt has always been a 
special concern, Holly says, which 
is why she has been attending 
the city council meetings dealing 
with the transfer of the North 
End School property to the coun¬ 
ty. Thii’ reporter, who covered 
the meeting on July 16, left, ex¬ 
hausted, at 12:50 that night, 
though the die-hards were still 
there, still talking. Holly says 
she stayed on till the final gavel. 


The SMA had downzoned the 
10-acre Sunrise property from 
the R-10 high rise apartment 
zoning category (maximum 48 
units an acre) to the R-18-C 
condominium apartment zone 
(maximum 20 units an acre). At 
issue was whether the develooer 
had performed enough work on 
the Sunrise Apartments’ con¬ 
struction prior to the SMA’s 
adoption to proceed with the 
project. 

Glendening said in his letter 
that “neither I nor the County 
Attorney share” the opinion of 
the developer (Sunrise Proper¬ 
ties) that “it has acquired suf¬ 
ficient vested rights in the ear¬ 
lier issued building permit 
to allow it to develop the 
property in accordance with that 
which is permissible under the 


Nor has she given up her vol¬ 
unteer work with the Golden Age 
Club, which she headed as presi¬ 
dent for four terms. Now she 
chairs the travel program, a 
“heavier job,” she says, since the 
other officers helped the presi¬ 
dent to carry her load. 

The club plans a one-day trip 
each month, which requires mak¬ 
ing the initial contacts, renting 
a bus, and coordinating the reg¬ 
istrations. Recently the club en¬ 
joyed an all-day trip to Char¬ 
lottesville and Monticello, and al¬ 
ready Holly is planning a five- 
day trip in October to Myrtle 
Beach. 

She still stays active with the 
Lutheran Women’s Missionary 
Guild at Holy Cross Church, and 
she regularly visits friends now 
staying at the Greenbelt Nurs¬ 
ing Home. She also looks after 
the accounts of a neighbor who 
is unable to manage his own 
affairs. 

How did she feel about being 
chosen as the Outstanding Citi¬ 
zen? 

“I’m satisfied and happy to be 
doing what I’m doing. I don’t 
need any recompense for it,” she 
says. 

That, of course, is why others 
saw her as what she is— an out¬ 
standing citizen.

Perhaps your neighbor is an¬ 
other outstanding citizen, for 
Greenbelt has many. This is the 
time to prepare a nomination 
form, which is printed elsewhere 
in this paper.

R-10 zone.” 

A “Stop Work Order” had been 
placed on the Sunrise Apartment 
project in early May. County at¬ 
torney Michael Whalen later told 
the News Review that the De¬ 
partment of Environmental Re¬ 
sources (DER) had been charged 
with determining whether two 
footings found on the site were 
poured prior to the SMA’s adop¬ 
tion, whether there were a suf¬ 
ficient number of footings in re¬ 
lation to the size of the project 
and whether the work conformed 
to existing construction stand¬ 
ards. Also considered was docu¬ 
mentation dealing with prepara¬ 
tory site work, contractual obli¬ 
gations and design costs as well 
as verification “of sets of infor¬ 
mation provided by the city and 
developer.” 

According to Whalen, the two 
footings poured in December 1989 
were “insufficient” support for 
construction of that size. Russell 
Shipley told the News Review 
that the developers would appeal 
the decision to the county Board 
of Appeals. 

The “Stop Work Order” was 
issued by the county after City 
Manager James K. Giese report¬ 
ed that he observed a “not fully 
curea” 30-foot long footing (later 
described by the county as a 
footing that supports a retain¬ 
ing wall and structure) on May 
3, two days after the SMA was 
adopted. 

Upon investigation, county in¬ 
spector Tom Wooahouse found, 
with the assistance of plans, a 
second footing 2u0 feet from the 
Sunrise property line, 200 feet 
south of Greenway Center and 
200 feet west of Greenway Vil¬ 
lage apartments. Woodhouse 
said “it was hard to find” be¬ 
cause the footing was covered by 
“plastic and straw and partially 
covered by a fallen tree.” This 
footing, he noted, was about 
three feet square and 48 inches 
in depth with “steel anchors to 
which steel support members will 
be anchored.” 

At the time DER Deputy Di¬ 
rector Joseph Healy noted that 
the developers had informed the 
county “verbally” that this foot¬ 
ing was poured in December 1989, 
more than four months before 
the SMA was adopted. Accord¬ 
ing to the county inspection de¬ 
partment, a building permit was 
issued in December 1989 and re¬ 
vised on May 1, 1990.

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Center School PTA 
Seeks to Fund Teachers

The Greenbelt Center School 
PTA has launched a campaign 
to raise enough money to fund 
as many as three additional po¬ 
sitions on the school's faculty 
during the 1990-91 school year. 
This unusual project is motivated 
by Center School's special needs, 
as explained in a fund-raising 
letter signed by PTA President 
Robert Zugby: “With 40% of 
our students qualifying for free 
or reduced lunch and two-thirds 
from single parent homes, Green¬ 
belt Center has a much higher 
than average percentage of pu¬ 
pils from high risk situations. 
Our school clearly has a need for 
lower student-teacher ratios and 
extra guidance services (current¬ 
ly the average class size is 30, 
and we have one half-time coun¬ 
selor)." 

The letter also points out that, 
as a comprehensive school, Green¬ 
belt Center does not receive any 
of the extra funding that goes 
to magnet schools. At the same 
time, the TRIM limitations on 
tax revenues severely restrict 
county funding, “so any addition¬ 
al personnel for Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter School will have to be paid 
by us.” 

The fund-raising letter is be¬ 
ing sent to residents and busi¬ 
ness leaders in the Greenbelt 
community. Businesses are be¬ 
ing promised name recognition in 
the form of a permanent display 
of the business name in the 
school building in return for con¬ 
tributions of at least $1,000. 

PTA officers emphasize that 
the program to hire additional 
self-employment, financial ser^ 
teachers is part of a broader pro¬ 
ject to enhance school services 
and is being coordinated with 
the county Board of Education 
through the efforts of Greenbelt 
representative Suzanne Plogman.

Richard Castaldi Named 
Legislator of the Year

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City Offers Reduced Fee 
On Refuse Collection 

At the Greenbelt City Council 
meeting held June 28, the coun¬ 
cil gave final approval to an 
ordinance amending the city's 
refuse fee credit program. The 
program, which is for the benefit 
of elderly citizens living on lim¬ 
ited fixed incomes, provides for 
a i60% reduction in refuse col¬ 
lection fees. 

This program was first estab¬ 
lished by ordinance in 1975 and 
set a household upper income 
limit of $5,000 to qualify for 
the program. The amended or¬ 
dinance updates this figure, pro¬ 
viding for indexing of the in¬ 
come limit to reflect the effects 
of inflation. Under the new or¬ 
dinance the income limits for the 
program will be 150% of the 
federally established poverty 
level. These are the same limits 
established for the State Surplus 
Food program. The present limits 
are $8,970 for one person, $12,- 
000 for two people, $15,090 for 
three people or $18,150 for four 
people.

I figured 
that the reporter and I must 
not have attended the same City 
Council meeting on Monday, July 
16. If one wanted to get a true 
reflection of how extensive the 
support was for the forest and 
wildlife preserve at this meeting, 
it definitely would not be ob¬ 
tained from the News Review’s 
account. 

In one paragraph the News Re¬ 
view accurately reported that it 
was a “standing room only 
crowd,” but in the following para¬ 
graph the supposed show of sup¬ 
port for the forest and wildlife 
preserve was only about “26 
hands.” Now if I hadn’t been 
there myself, I would have got¬ 
ten the false impression that 
there was only a modicum of 
support for this issue. 

But at the meeting that I had 
attended, nearly every one of 
the overflow crowd, of close to 
100, raised their hands. The irony 
of it is that fewer than 25 peo¬ 


ple didn’t raise their hands. 

Pt may seem petty or trite to 
dispute numfoers, but the News 
Review’s interpretation of that 
council meeting totally distorts 
reality by grossly understating 
and downplaying the crowd’s 
strong show of support for pre¬ 
serving the last of Greenbelt’s 
remaining woodlands.

Greenbelt and Greenspace 

Greenbelt is a special place and 
greenspace helps to make it that 
way. Most of us who live here 
do so because we enjoy the rela¬ 
tively relaxed, open space and 
small town atmosphere amid the 
hustle and bustle of the metro 
area. I want to keep it that way. 
However, time and conditions do 
not stand still. Greenbelters need 
to remain flexible and continue 
to plan ahead to provide the 
desired activities, resources and 
services for our dynamic growing 
community. Without that flexi¬ 
bility, we will cease to be a pre¬ 
miere city in which to live, raise 
children, and retire. 

Our greenspace is a valuable 
resource, part of our heritage, 
and a hedge against the confine¬ 
ment of becoming an overdelev- 
oped community. We need to 
preserve as much as possible in 
its natural state. However, we 
also need to allocate some of it 
to the varying needs of our en¬ 
tire population. The woods is 
not just for a select, vocal min¬ 
ority to sit back and view in 
perpetuity. Even a forest must 
be managed or it self-destructs. 

Greenbelt cannot get by today 
serving over 20.000 citizens with 
the same recreational areas and 
facilities that served 5,000 to 
10,000 in a simpler time. If it 
were so, we wouldn’t have built 
a new police station for our ex¬ 
panded police force. Youngsters 
all of us who are, or should be. 
physically active need a variety 
of available places in which to 
do our thing right here in Green¬ 
belt on a daily basis. It beats 
playing in the street and hang¬ 
ing out in the “center” or else¬ 
where. 

As an example, Greenbelt re¬ 
vitalized the outdoor swimming 
pool, which is a commonplace

or intends to make, of lands 
under its exclusive control* Fur¬ 
ther, the board will not, as a 
matter of law, take title to any 
property that restricts, or in any 
manner inhibits, its right to make 
full utilization of its land.” 

Tiiacy pointed out, however, 
that the board had committed to 
providing the landscape buffers 
referred to by the council reso¬ 
lution. 

In approving the transfer 
resolution, council added a re¬ 
quest for the county and school 
(board to do whatever possible 
to assure that the undeveloped 
property be retained in its nat¬ 
ural state, except for the area 
required for the stormwater 
pond. 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White’s motion to make mainte¬ 
nance of the area in its natural 
state a condition of the transfer, 
rather than a request, died for 
lack of a second* Knowing that 
the school board had already re¬ 
jected any restrictions on the 
deed and feeling that the countv 
will accommodate the request if 
possible, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
argued against making the re¬ 
quest a condition for transfer. 
He urged council to pass the 
resolution and work with the 
county to resolve any remaining 
issues. 

White argued that the school 
board had not been sensitive to 
any of the city’s requests and 
that once the city transferred the 
property it would have no lev¬ 
erage. He voted against the 
transfer resolution, which passed 
on a 4-1 vote, but said that he 
would have supported it had the 
preservation of the three acres 
of undeveloped land been made 
a condition of the transfer. 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing, Plogman recapped the pro¬ 
cess of designing the new school, 
from the original plans to reno¬ 
vate Center School, the concerns 
of teachers and administrators 
that the renovated building would 
not be an ‘‘outstanding educa¬ 
tional facility,” through the 
school board survey and the city 
bond referendum. She conceded 
that at the time of the survey 
and referendum, the school board 
did say it would build a two- 
story school. She said that the 
one-story facility was developed 
at a two-day planning session at 
the end of July 1989 attended by 
teachers, administrators and 
Greenbelt residents. 

Children and Trees 
Prior to the council vote, citi¬ 
zens on both sides of the issue 
made their views clear to council. 
Unlike the July 16 meeting, which 
was dominated by opponents of 
the one-story structure, both 
sides were nearly equally repre¬ 
sented. School supporters came 
equipped with signs urging an 
end to the delay. 

Several citizens urged council 
to put the children first and 
transfer the property so construc¬ 
tion can begin. This was not ap¬ 
preciated by some opponents of 
the one-story plan, who took of¬ 
fense at what they perceived as

a charge that they didn’t care 
about the children. Charles Hagel- 
gans declared himself “really 
hurt” at the insinuation that peo¬ 
ple without elementary age chil¬ 
dren don’t have a right to speak 
on the issue. 

Sherna Comerford argued that 
teaching children environmental 
values is “far more important 
. . . than whether they have a 
slightly more convenient school 
layout,” She said that rather 
than choosing between trees and 
children, she was “trying to 
choose these trees for the chil¬ 
dren.” 

Cynthia Dial disagreed. She 
said that “I care about the trees 
. . . but I love the children.” Dial 
charged that the recent contro¬ 
versy over a one-story versus a 
two-story facility was a “stall” 
by people who had opposed the 
new school from the start. She 
urged council to follow the elec¬ 
torate and transfer the school. 
Joe Kubican reminded council 
that, during the June refer¬ 
endum, the question of whether 
Center or North End School 
should be used for a community 
center (with the other used for 
the elementary school) was non¬ 
binding. 

Process Criticized 

Julie Greer argued that re¬ 
opening the issue was unfair, as 
not everyone can attend the coun¬ 
cil meetings. She argued that the 
voters’ decision should stand. 
Nancy DePlatchett agreed, al¬ 
though she said that she had 
voted against the placing of the 
school at the North End site. She 
said that the vote did not “have 
little stipulations” and that it is 
up to the school system to decide 
what kind of building to con¬ 
struct. 

Craig Touley differed, saying 
that council should represent all 
citizens, not just the “slim ma¬ 
jority” that voted for a com¬ 
munity center at Center School. 
Harry Baldauf noted that of the 
four city precincts, the two with 
students who will attend the new 
school voted against it. He also 
noted that citizens had to vote 
before the dimensions of the 
school and its impact on the 
neighbors was known. He ar¬ 
gued that the reason residents

are raising objections now is be¬ 
cause the facts were not pre¬ 
sented fairly at the time of the 
vote. 

Bob Zugby said that it was not 
a case of misinformation, but 
rather of incomplete information. 
He argued that the lack of com¬ 
plete information did not mean 
that the city did not have to make 
a decision. Doug Love objected 
to +be transfer, saying that coun¬ 
cil had asked questions of the 
school board and received “solid 
noV’ for answers. He said the 


city had been given a snow job 
by Tracy, with the school board 
saying “no guarantees, no prom¬ 
ises.” 

Plogman compained that citi¬ 
zens had never approached her 
or the school board with their 
concerns. Further, she said that 
when the issue was brought be¬ 
fore council, it did not invite 
her to attend until the last coun¬ 
cil meeting. She defended her 
record as a school board member 
who responds to her constituents, 
but argued that she is “not a 


mystic,” citizens with concerns 
should call or write her. 

One person no one criticized 
was architect Garcia, Liane Hol¬ 
der praised him for working hard 
to reduce the effect of the new 
school on the neighbors. 

Holder argued that although 
the school board did hold open, 
announced public meetings, they 
were held at inconvenient times. 

caid that this scheduling 
contributed to the sense that the 
planning process was not com¬ 
pletely open and aboveboard.

IRS DEADLINE NEARS

Listening To Your Body's Language 



I f you think the way com¬ 
puters work is complicat¬ 
ed, think for a minute about 
your own body. Everything 
we do—from taking a step to 
reading a page to processing 
food—requires enormous co¬ 
ordination of systems within. 
When something is going 
wrong, the body often sends 
out signals to warn us. 

These signals are com¬ 
monly known as symptoms, 
and are the body's way of 
telling us that something 
needs attention. 

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, an 
area gastroenterologist, 
states, 'Two common signs of 
a digestive system in trouble 
are diarrhea and constipa¬ 
tion. Others include painful 
swallowing, heartburn, nau¬ 
sea, cramping, unexplained 
weight loss, discoloration of 
tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool." 

Dr. Pisciotta says that 
for some 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans, minor digestive upsets 
are a daily problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 
million are chronically ill 
with serious gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

He states, "Almost every¬ 


one suffers from occasional 
bouts of heartburn. Chang¬ 
ing eating habits may help 
dramatically, however, if 
within a week’s time self-care 
measures don’t help, it's time 
to seek medical advice. The 
acids caused by heartburn 
can actually erode the esoph¬ 
agus and cause painful ul¬ 
cers. Your doctor can likely 
prescribe something to pre¬ 
vent it." 

Common sense, he says. 


is the key. Many people wait 
too long for the symptoms to 
disappear on their own. By 
the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has ad¬ 
vanced to a more complicat¬ 
ed stage. 

Most digestive diseases 
are highly treatable in their 
early stages, includes malig¬ 
nancies. Early tumors can 
usually be effectively re¬ 
moved with little or no dis¬ 
comfort by a simple in-office 


procedure called endoscopy. 
Dr. Pisciotta has offices that 
include endoscopy facilities, 
as well as on-site lab, and X- 
ray, so there is no undue dis¬ 
ruption of the patient's daily 
routine. Should there be a 
need, he has hospital privi¬ 
leges at many of the areas 
finest facilities. 

He says, "We often see 
patients who have suffered 
for weeks or months before 
they come in, thinking that 
the problem would go away. 
Our staff understands the 
importance of early treat¬ 
ment, so when someone 
calls, we accommodate them 
right away. A thorough eval¬ 
uation and program of treat¬ 
ment, if needed, begins im¬ 
mediately." 

Dr, Pisciotta, who is a 
graduate of the Universities 
of Maryland and Texas Medi¬ 
cal School, trained at insti¬ 
tutes including Hahnemann 
Medical Center and Hospital 
in Philadelphia; M.D. Ander¬ 
son Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Mary’s 
Hospital at the University of 
Rochester in New York and 
Washington Hospital Center 
in Washington, D.C. He pre¬ 
scribes preventive measures 


as ways in which to avoid 
having trouble. 

"Eat slowly," he advises, 
"and as your mother always 
told you, chew your food 
well. Have plenty of high- 
fiber food in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, 
don’t smoke cigarettes, and 
be aware of any changes in 
your body's normal patterns. 
If you have doubts concern¬ 
ing the seriousness of a con¬ 
dition, see a doctor. Ignoring 
symptoms for long periods of 
time can wind up being very 
costly in terms of your 
health. When your body 
talks, listen."

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

Diagnosis of engine overheating and air condition-related prob¬ 
lems is sometimes not so easy to determine. Let’s say that all 
the base line components are operational and are in proper work¬ 
ing order, but your complaint of the engine running hot at road- 
speed condition is still present. With today’s new streamlined 
body styles and aero-dynamic body components such as fenders 
and front header panels, sometimes there is not adequate air 
flow through the front engine area where it’s needed most — at 
the radiator and a/c condensor. Remember, the fan is designed 
to bring air in at low speeds and at engine idle. 

With this in mind we direct our attention to the front bumper 
area. Underneath this area is an air ramp that directs the air, 
as you travel at road speeds, to the radiator and a/c condensor 
area to provide more than enough cooling air. The problem with 
these directional devices is that they are low to the ground and 
are often knocked off throughout the year. The loss usually goes 
unnoticed. They can be knocked off when attempting front end 
parking at a parking curb or when you try to “plow” snow in the 
winter. These air directional components do work as designed 
and really make the difference when moving at road speeds with 
the a/c on. 

If you think this is a problem with your vehicle, just look 
under the front bumper to see if it looks as though something was 
mounted there but has been tom off. It just could be your 
problem.
